office here, today shot and killed her 
most intimate friend and companion, 
Mrs. Ada McCowan, in whose home 
she boarded, and then turned the re- 
volver upon herself, ending her own 
life with a bullet through the heart. 

The singular motive given for her 
act, is that of jealousy over 
each other’s popularity among their 
feminine acquaiptances. Their 


mother, Mrs. August 
moved Ao Jefferson City. 

During that period, the two wom- 
en were seen almost daily riding in 
the McCowan automobile. They 
even occupied the same bedroom, 
while McCowan slept in another part 
of the house. Recently, however, 
they had quarreled vivilently, and 
each had ac the other of 
“stealing” her women friends. Fol- 
lowing a particularly severe alterca- 
tion Friday, Mrs. Mattie Acison, 
mother of Mrs. McCowan, insisted 
that Miss Weant move. This dis- 
pute apparehtly was patched up, 
however, and the women resumed 
their friendship. 

At 8:30 a. m. today, however, after 
McCowan had departed for his place 
of business, Mrs. Acison heard angry 
voices from the second floor bed- 
room occupied by her daughter and 
Miss Weant. She found the door 
locked, and ran to the telephone to 
call McCowan. Before she could do 
so, the report of two shots in quick 
succession, followed by a third, came 
from the room. 

When, a few minutes later, Chief 
of Police Rogers broke open the 
door, the partly dressed bodies of 
the one-time friends lay on the floor, 
almost touching. Near Miss Weant’s 
right hand was her revolver, and in 
her left was the key with’which she 
had locked the door. 

Clothing Powder Burned. 

Two-bullets had struck Mrs. Mc- 
Cowan near the heart, and the third 
had penetrated Miss Meant’s heart. 
The clothing of both women was 
powder burned.

Fhe ran from me and I chased 
her and caught up with her.

As a performer, what with his lisp,

quips and his penchant fer eccentric 


‘headgear, he comports himself with 
a sustained and fascinating absurdi- 
ty which amounts to 100 per cent im- 
becility. But as author, organizer 
and manager of the entertainment, 
he has’ displayed an acumen worthy 
of a bachelor of arts. 


What psychology, for instance, is

With misgivings, at 
“t, we learn that Wynn wrote the 
ook, lyries and music. But he adds

A COVENANT BILL OF RIGHTS. 

Since the determination of America’s action on the 
| peace treaty and the covenant of peace has been 
| placed in the hands of men who demand changes for 
| the protection of certain American rights which they 
‘gssert are endangered by the original compact, why 
not go at the work of amending the covenant in a 
broad, statesmaniike manner which will recognize 
the rights of all the nations in the League? 

A parallel has often been drawn between the Con- 
stitution and the attitude of the people and the states 
opposing it, and the peace covenant and the attitude 
of the people opposing it. The opponents of the Con- 
stitution feared its effect on the rights of the states 
and of individuals. They insisted upon articles spe- 
cifically protecting these rights against encroach- 
ment by the Federal Government. The Constitution 
was adopted with the understanding that a bill of 
rights would be inserted in it. Within a brief period 
after the adoption of the Constitution 10 amendments, 
embodying the bill of rights, were added to the Con- 
stitution. They are the bulwarks of individual citi- 
zens, separate states and minorities against the in- 
vasion of state and individual rights by the Federal 
power. 

Instead of proposing amendments and reservations 
for the United States alone, would it not be wise for 
President-elect Harding and his conferees who will 
consider the terms of the entrance of the United 
States into the League of Nations to draw up a 
reasonable bill of rights to be adopted by the League 
for the protection of the rights of each nation in the 
League and of the minority of the League’? These 
articles should deal with manifest rights which are 
necessary to national sovereignty, existence and 
progress and should not touch any special in- 
terest or assumed right which makes for war. They 
should clearly embody rights recognized as inherent 
and the protection of which presumes peace and pro- 
motes welfare. The reservations suggested by both 
parties to the Senate controversy indicate the out- 
line of these amendments: 

1. While preserving the pledge to respect ter- 
ritorial integrity independence, 
the right to declare war or to use its military 
forces to protect other nations should be reserved 


and political 


for each nation. 

2. The right of withdrawal within a reasonable 
time, on notice. This should be conditioned upon 
the failure of the League to serve the purposes of 
justice and peace for which it was organized. 

8. Freedom from interference with domestic 
problems and policies. This might be made broad 
enough to cover such peace policies as the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, although with the success of the 
League the Monroe Doctrine would lose its value 
and become merged in the general peace compact. 

4. Equality of voting power. As in our Senate, 
where the states are representec equally, the rep- 
resentatives, or at least the votes, of each nation 
should be equal in the Council and the As 
sembly. 

These are the main points. 
Gefine the attitude of the United States towards any 
clause in the treaty, such as that concerning Shan- 


If the Senate wishes to 


tung, a resolution would suffice. 

If Mr. Harding, on assuming the presidency, should 
submit a general bill of rights covering the condi- 
tions upon which the United States would join the 
League and participate in its peace activities, but 
applicable to all nations in the League, we have no 
doubt they would be adopted. We would then be 
in the excellent position of proposing the protection 
of the rights of all nations, instead of proposing, in 
a selfish or timid spirit, to restrict our own obliga- 
tions and participation in the League. It would in- 
dicate a spirit of construction and helpfulness in 
revising and organizing the League for the benefit 
of all. We would approach the task of revision from 
the standpoint of broad statesmanship, to promote 
international understanding and peace.

NEW YORE’'S CONTRACT RINGSTERS. 

Investigations by a legislative committee and a 
grand jury in New York have discloeed an unsuspect- 
ed factor, perhaps the most important factor, in the 
high cost of building in that city. 

This factor was a ring of virtually all the con- 
tractors in the city, for the individual or firm which 
refused co-operation with the ring was compelled 
speedily to get out of business. From one standpoint, 
the object of the ring might seem to be the enrich- 
ment of its officers and managers, to whom a large 
fraction of the gross proceeds of a!l contracts had to 
be paid, often as much as 10 percent. When it is con- 
sidered that some single contracts in that city ran 


'tmto the millions, the profits to the ringsters can be 


estimated. 
But, of course, the real object was the suppression 


| of competition, the institution of a system of ficti- 


tious, fraudulent bidding and the gouging of a!! re- 
quiring the service of the contractors. That even the 
contracts for the new Courthouse were excessive by 
millions of dollars, designed as profit and rakeoff. 
was fortunately discovered in time to abrogate. them. 
An interesting Dut incidental detail is that the Mar- 
or wae offered 115,000 votes tn the next city election 
by the ring, if he would let the contracts stand. 

With employers united itn such unholy practices, 
it Was perhaps not unnatural that emploves should 
engage in like extortion.
